DOWNTURN TO THE 
PRICE OF WHEAT 


By the Associated Presa. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Downturns in 
the price of wheat today reesulted 
more or less from new bearish esti­ 
m ates of the 1C23 
Canadian 
crop. 
Closing quotations were 
unsettled, 
5-8 to Ic net lower; December $1.08 
I i © 3-8 to $1.08 3-8 and May $1.1234 
to $1.12 7-8. 
Corn lost 1-8® *4 c to 
l% c and oats i4@3-9c. In provisions, 
the outcome varied from 2c decline 
to 5c advance. 
At first the wheat market showed 
rn upward tendency owing to som e­ 
what higher prices at Liverpool, but 
the effect was soon more than offset 
by announcement that a fresh esti­ 
mate from the Canadian government 
confirmed last m onths’ report, which 
put the yield at tne huge total ofi 
470,000,000 bushels, as against 400,- 
000,000 bushels in 1922. 
The latest 
report indicated that the production 
in Canada had been three bushels an 
acre more than was the case last 
year. 
Bearish sentim ent 
was also 
given impetus by opinions circulated 
that plans thus far 
suggested for 
farm aid had grown stale and that 
pending disclosure of new arrange­ 
m ents 
some 
recession 
in 
prices 
would be natural. 
W eakness also developed in the 
corn market and exerted a depress­ 
ing influence on wheat, despite som e­ 
what better 
milling 
demand. 
The 
tact that Minneapolis had received 


some new corn from North Dakota 
and that cars of new corn had also 
been shipped to Chicago from South 
Dakota, was in part responsible for 
declines in the value of corn. Besides 
predictions of heavy 
frost 
tonight 
were by many traders construed as 
bearish, and there were Omaha re­ 
ports of slower demand from feed­ 
ers. 
Corn, like wheat, was slightly firm­ 
er early, but 
profit 
taking 
sales 
found the market 
without any ag­ 
gressive support with 
buyers 
cau­ 
tious, fearing a sharp break. 
Oats 
dropped with corn. 
Provisions were 
upheld by 
firm­ 
ness of hog values and by a fair cash 
trade with Europe.

V oman is the index of civilization 
Her status tells the story of any civ­ 
ilization. 


A low standard of appreciation of 
woman means a low stage of civ­ 
ilization,and so on.

The second word is “ wife.”

j the meaning of the cultural relig 
i ions , uninfluenced 
by 
Christian 
touch, a wife is the husband’s per­ 
sonal property. 
She is the particu­ 
lar bit of womankind that has be­ 
come his by due bargaining and 
legal transfer. 
She is bargained for, 
bought and sold, hire I out, some­ 
times for unmentionable purposes, 
or other wise used, 
as 
he 
may 
choose. 
In the typical Christian meaning a 
wife is the man’s closest friend, his 
constant companion. 
She walks and 
lives at his side. 
The third word is “mother.” 
The 
old meaning—shall I give it? 
The 
common profaned meaning among 
most of the race today?
